Railway Rates on Seed Grain, 

Thos, Acheson, general agricultural 
for the C.P.R., explained the 
rate allowed on the railway for see 
wrain,. The rate had heen fixed ai 
1-2 cent on grain coming from the 
western provinces but this rate would 
not be allowed on grain coming from 
points in Ontario, In order to secure 
this rate tt is necessary for farmers 
to secure certificates from the secre- 
taries of their local union, counter- 
signed by the central seeretury, In 
this connection Mr. Woodbridge ex- 
plained that already a large number 
of these Wlank certificates had been 
forwarded to the secretaries of the lo- 
cal unions, and on their being signed 
and returned to the central office they 
would be countersigned and returned 
to the local railway agent.
